Interesting Address on “Forefathers’
Day” by Mrs. Anna M. Tilson.

Story of Early New Englard and Its Sig-
pificance—Dr. Dashiel's Communion Dis-
course—Dr. Lucas’s Sermon.

“The Coming of the Pilgrims” was the
subject of the address delivered yesterday
forenoon at Plymouth Cburel, the services
being commemorative of Fornfathers' day.

The address was by Mra. Auna M. Tilson,
asnd opened with a brief review of the

canses leading to the organization of the
various groups of Separatists, beginning
with the Brownists. She spoke of the
persecution, nnder Queen Elizabeth and
King James, of thess people, who detached
themselves from the Lnglish Cbareh, seek-
fug a return to the sunplicity of the early
churches. This was followed by a descrip-
tion of Serooby and the exodus of a great
number of English Purnitans to Holland
afterwards to become kuown as Pilgrimes.
When these English saw that their chil-
dr:n were likely to become Duteh and be
absorbed by that people they determined

to seek homes elsewhere. Mra Tilson's
address from this point was as follows:

“The Republic oftered to colonize them
at Zealand, furnishing everything, but

that would make them Duteh subjects.
Another offer was made to send them to

New Amsterdam. They were considering
that proposition when Weston came from

London, representing a new company, and
bringing offer of large assistanee. The
pian was that of a joint stock company,
shares at £10 each; the agreement that at
the end of seven vears the earnings and
possessions be divided among all share-
holders, except that the houses and the
gardens of the colonists should be ther
own. The celonists thought the terms
hard, but it was the best they could do.
The poiut of settlement was to be near the
mooth of the lludson. Oniy abont ninety
from Levden could go at first, Thess
turued their estates iato woney, to be
throwninto the joint stockgand mado ready
in haste. An early chart® Liad been sur-
rendered. A later one, grauting Innd near
the mouth of the Hudson, with liberty of
self-government, was available for this ex-
pedition. The agents got the Speedwell
sout to convey the Leyden party to South-
ampton, there to meet the Mayflower and
some English who were to join them. The
majority of the clfurch, forced to remain,
counld not be forsaken by their vastor. The
good elder, Brewster, waa chosen to lead
the band, and to eare for the best good
of the whole until the rest of the
tlock apd the shepherd oould come
to them. The last day in lLeyden was
marked by a special discourse exhorting to
unity smong themsolves, harmony with all
good veople who should join them or come
%o them from the Church of Engiand or
elsowhere; enjoining them to follow their
rnct no farther than they saw him follow
hrist; o keep their minds open to new
truth,

“After the disconrse a feast was given in
the bouse. Winslow tells us that "After
thnt we refreshied ourselves with singing
pasalms, makingjoyful melody 1n onr hearts,
as well as with our veices, there being
many 0! our congregation very expert In
muasier - 1, indeed, it was the sveectest
mw " Mo ears ever heard.” Late in the
o:ﬂ,—( attended by frienas from Amster-
dafi: and lLeyden, the party left Ly bLoat
for Delit-baven, fourteen miles southwest,
Here the friends spread another feast, for
‘which previous provision had been made,
By moruvmg the ship was Iaden, and the
parting had really come. Their pastor
dismissed them with a final prayer, and
they left that city which had been to them
A reating-place for near twelve years,

“It is believed they sailed away from
Holland July 1, 1620, A pleasant journey
broaght them to Southampton, where the
Mayflower was rveceiving her outlit and
stores. Trouble hac arisen. Some refused
to contribute becan~e the destination was
pot Guiana or Jameatown; some that they
went too soon or too late. Weston, in a
‘rage because the terms were too liberal
and his commission cut off by not loading
the ships at London, refused money to clear
the harbor, departed and never after gave
them anything except abuse and trouble.
T'he emgrants sold butter to supply some
necessury articles still wanting, and to
clear the port, and Ang 15, 1620, the two
transports dropped siowly down South.
ampton water into the English channel,
and the voyuge had begun.

“The Duteh were unwilling to lose a
sober, indstrions, honest, peaceable people
as settlers in their American terrisory, and
there is little doudbt had bargained with
the wasters of both ships to hinder the
voyagers ail they could short of discovery,
with the hope of driving them to accept
Dutch patronage. Four days out the
master of the Speedwell olaimed that his
vessel leaked so badly Lhe dare not continue
his journey. Both ships put back to Dart-
mouth. No serious defects were found.

“After fourteendays lost time the voyage
was resumed. Three hundred miles out
the Speedwe!l was declared 1in worss coon-
dition than before, and both vessels re-
turned, this time to Plymouth. To the
ninety passengers in the Mayflower twelve
from the 8 well were added. The other
eighteen returned with the unsafe maater
and his craft to London. Sept. 18 the pil-
grims took their final leave of the hos-
pitable Plymoath people, who had won
their gratitade by many acts of kindness.
The Voj’lﬁo was long and part way very
stormy. alf way oyer a beam was sprang,
but the unexpected presence of a jack-
screw, belonging to & pilgrim, resto the
beam to its place, and defeated a plan of
the crew, if not of the master, to retorn a
third time. The passengers suifered in-
tensely from wet ganuents and bedding,
conlinement in bad air, unsuitable food
and son-sickness. In ghe early morning of
Nov. 20 ‘the glad ery of ““land” broughkt all
to look upon wogled hills sloping to the
water's edge—a most welcome sight
alter so many days of monotonous ocean
view." The land was Cape Cod, and
Jones had kept his promisse to the Dnteh
to carry his passencers far to the north of
Manhattan, Hemnde a pretense of sailing
for the Hudson, but the ship fell amoug
breakers aud shoals, and within the half
day it was decided to make the harbor they
bad avoided. Aas their charter was for the
Hudson, some claimed that ouce ashore uo
wan would owe allegianee to any author-.
ity, but each would be his own mwaster.
This opinion must have ceme from the
English recrunits, so coutrary is 1t to the
spirit of anion which bound the Holland
exilea

“The leaders 'were equal to the emer-
gency. Twelvd men drew up an agreement
of two hondred words, which all the men
sigued, and there came into the world a
new system of governmentof an excellennse
and simplicity bhitherto unknown. While
the government was forming in the cabin
the Maytlower doubled the cape and came
to anchor within the bay, & nule
to the west of what is pow Prov-
ieetown, sixty-nine days from Plymouth,
ninety-nine from Southampton, and 133
from Delft-haven, The day being pleasant,
sixteen armed men at once landed to ex-
plore and gather tirewood., This was Sat-
urday. Sunday thev held service on board,
and on Monday the men landed to begin
exvioratiou for a site, and the women to

arifly the garments soiled 1n the long
{u.urnvy. The third expedition was made

fore & place was fonnd that met the tonr
reqgniremonts ‘a ship harbor; eleared land;
guod, abundant water; and nataral
defensen” On Monday, Deec. 21, ‘they
sounded the harbor and found it fit for
stopping, marched into the land and found
divers corp-fieldsand Littlerunning brooks,
# place fit for situation, at least it was the
best they conld tind.” The expedition re-
ported on board and on the 2%th the May-
tlower sailed into the new harbor. Two
days later the whole company landed
to view the choige, looked a little further,
and on the 80th approved the site. Some
twenty of the moast enthusastic hastily
threw up » barricade and decided to slecp
ssbore., Saturday, Jan. 7, the town was
laid out and the work of building actnally
begun.

The Central Christian Church
Rev. Dr, Lucas had a congregation yea-
terday which not ouly filled the pews but
the aisles, showing how much in need of
the new chureh edilico the Central Chris-
tian society is. Dr. Lucas preached a ser-

mon on the text: “Glory to God n the
highest, on earth peace, good will to

men.” lle said that there was ne nation
or schoo! of philosophy that could pro-

mulgatesuch a truth. That was evidence of
its divine origin. Even the Hebrew peo-

ple, which knew more of God than any

other mnationality, was not prepared to
prociaim good will to men. He took the
broad ground that all human civilization
that accorded to all men their rights was
due to the hght and intinence of the gospel
of Christ—that it was the apirit and power
of this gospel which would bring peace
and good will to the earth, Without 1t
there can be no civilization and progress
based on human love. It was this lighs
from above that wus to bring the world to
the highest civilization. He spoke of the
tens of thousands of congregations who,
under one name or another. and in
varied forms, were at that bour
worshiping in the name of Christ, and was

very fervent 1n his expressions of good
will to all those who, in their worsmip,

ascribe 5lury to God in the highest, who

preached peace on earth and good will to
men. He spoke of the meeting of the lead-

ing representatives of all rehigious beliefs

at the Columbian fair, and grew elognent
over the intlurnce of such nn assemblage,

because it would hasten on the kingdom of
God. He said that a religion of “good will
to men” wns a cheerful, kindly and help-

ful, not a gloomy and wmoross relign. It
was a religion to help people every day,
and the Chnstian who believed in good

will to man would be a cheerinl. kind and
thoughitful man or woman. 7The ssrmon

They lived together there a short time, and
about six weeks ago Seaman came to this
gity and found employment at his trade as
A carpenter, on the honse goiug uv ou the
corner of Tennesseo and First streets, Ho
sent for her, she says, and they resumed
their relation as husband apd wife, She
acknowledged that she had been betrayed
previous to going to Paris, Ky.

Seaman, who is a man of coarse features,
having a red mustache, and rather of
rough avpearance, deolined to talk about
the matteruntil he could sce an attorney.
He claims, however, it i1s understood, that
his wife bhad deserted him, and that he
was only acting a relative’s part toward
the girl. The desertion of his wife, the of-
ficers say, was eansed by her knowledge of
ha relations with ber niece. The
oflicers know but little about the
case as yet, but expect to hear
irom Beliefontaine to-Jday.

The Staie Has Now More Mile Tracks
than Has Agy Other on the Continent.

—er—

Rapid Improvement in the Breeding of Fast
Stock—Some Famous Strains—New Fair
Grounds and Race-Track Site.

e ——

Let Kentucky scoff no more! Indiana
has more mile racing-tracks than any
State 1n the Union, and the race-course
generally carries with it all that marks the

sporting phases of American eivilization.
It is no small thing to have theeyesof New
York and the East, wheie the State has
been synonymouns with backwoodsiam,
tarned upon Indiana as the leading State
in fast stock. These mile tracks are nine
in namber, situated at Richmond, Fort
Wayne, Cambridge City, Terre Haute,
Evansville, Elkhart, Pern, Rushvilie and
Columbus, The Colnmbus track is just
finished, and will be ready for the next sea-
son as & part of the Indiana Trotting Asso-
ciation circuit.

“Besides these,” said Dr. Neal, oditor of

the Western Horseman, published in this
city, “there are a number of other miie

tracks in course of completion or in con-
templation, 1t has come to pass that really
great and fast Lorses will not race on a
balf-mile track at all, and this has stima-
lated the building of mile tracks. Con-
nersville is talking of buildiing oue,
and I hope i1t willl It is the
conter of a horse country which has
many handreds of thousaods of dollags in-
vested in blooded stock. Nextto Indiana
in mile tracks comes Illinoia. Illinois,
however, has more race-tracks ol every
desceription than any State in the country.
Indiapa reciprocates by being second in
point of total number of tracks. But ten
yvears ago there was not a mile track
in the State, and it has only been within
the past five years that most of them were
built. They are constructed on the plans
and specitications Iaid down hy the Amer-
ican Trotting Association, and are, there-
fore, known nas reganlation tracke. They
are such as attract any horse, of whatever
speed or value, and this accounts for the
noted horses that bLave, in recent years,
been seen in this State”

“Does this not, then, aiﬂ‘mfi' & change n
the Indiana horse!” was asked,

“Yes,” was the reply, “indiana horse-
flesh has undergone a great ehange in the
past ten yeurs. Kentucky has contributed
a number of tinely-bred horses, which have
materially improved our stock. Prominent
among the Lorse families imported
has been the Wilkes, 'This is noted for
speed and ULeahty. Dr. Armstrong., of
this city, rocently bought a Kentucky
Wilkes, Agricola, who, at two years,
showed remarkable speed, but got hurtand
has not been speeded since. He is one of
the finest in the State. Other well-known
blood with which our native stock has been
crossed, is that which tlows iu the veins of
Nutwood, Robert Macgregor, Electioneer
and Abdallah, each of which hbave marked
points of difference.”

“Are there any native horses which have
attained notel” )

“Yes; there are Legal Tender, senior, and
Legnl Tender. junior, two very superior
borses. Blue Bullis another. Away back
in war timea there was a horse called Red
Buck, which wasaa marvel for that day.
Records and pedigrees were not then kept
very earefully, and nobody knows Red
Buek’suge or his ap=ed. liois acceredited in
tradition from 2:14 to 230, 1 would like
very mneh to have Rod Bnek's pedigres
and history. He was a remarkable horse,
Allerton and Arion are descendants from
himi on their dams’ side., Blue Bull, an-
other famous horse, hnsa begot sixty-ecigho
colts which bave developed 250 spesd or
less.”

“What do the horsemen of the State
favor as a site for the new fair ground?”

“It is difficult to say. The faet that In-
dianapolis is to bave s mile track is recoiv-
ing much attention from the horsemen
from all over the conntry, and the location
is discus ed among them. They are inter-
eeted in i1ts location for practiecal reasons.
Each of the locatious proposed have many
supporters and undeniable points of merit.
Among horsemen every where Indianapolis
is recoguized as s formidable rival to any
racing oenter in the United States, if she
gets started off right. Prominent horse-
wen all over the country are awsiting,
with deep imterest, the outcome of the
enterprise here, and many have offered
susgestionsaas to the track. In a conversa-
tion recently with Mr. C, O, Claybourne,
ol this city, Bodd Doble said: ‘Baild a
standard regulution mile track—don’t go
cen after a kite—on high, dry soil, witn
best possilile drainage, and suape it after
the Washington 'ark traeck, with turns
the Jength of the Cambrnidge City track
turns, and tangents after the style of the
Iichmond track, with & good sabsoil, and
{‘nu wiil have n track that will suit the

orsemen. And yon will also have a ree-
ord-breaking track.’

“If 1 shonld bLe allowed to add to these
epecifications,” saia Dr. Neal, I would say
front the grand stand to the east and put
it and the jndges stand at the mnddle of
the streteh. This thing of starting horses
close to a turn in order to secure a long
bhome-stretch is an antiquated delnsion and
contrary to good reasoning, A good start
is just as essential as a good fihish.”

THE COLOKED CITIZEN.

A Sermon by Rev. J. 8, Harris, a Colored Di-

viue, ot the Ninth Presbyterian Charch.

Rev. J. 8. Harris, pastor of the Ninth
FPresbyterian Chureh (colored), delivered a
somewhat remarkable sermon yesterday to
Lis congregation, based ou Psalm Ixvin, 81:
“Lthiopia shall soon stretch cut her hands
unto Ged.” Rev. Harris is from the Sonth,

and has made himself acquainted with the
condition of the colored people, and his
sermot was based upoun the progress which
he has noted. After showing that in
the Hebrew the words translated “shail
soon” could as well be transiated “‘sbhall
haste tostretelh out ber hands unto God,”
be declared thavthe marvelous progress of
the nezro is pot a negro problem or a
sounthern problem, but a national problem,
a8 it already is disoussed in ail the papers,
and in the national legisiature. He then
proceeded to notice the theories for the
disposition of the negro, but the only thing
todo with the negro s to make him an
American citizen, with every right of other
citizens, The couniry should understand
that this is the only solution of the so-
called negro problem.

The preacher next combated the idea
that the colored race were born “hewers of
wood and drawers of water,” assertin
that therv is nothing in the ethuology 01
the three ¢reat families of the earth to sus-
tain snch a theory. ‘T'he first radiments of
civilization wre fonod the Ethi-

n
opians, the Cushites, NW the son of
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Cush, the mighty hunter, who fonnded the
first nulitary despotisam, was an Ethiopian.
He understood the science of colonization,
invading Assyria and Chaldea sna there
burlded cities, the greatest of which was
Babyloun, over which he was the firat ruler.
That was the first city of the sge—the cen-
ter of the manufacturea of cloth, wood,
precious stones and of trade, It was the
city of the Ethiopian, Its bunilding dis-
played thorough knowledge of mechanical
and mathematical science, while its com-
meroe extended east and west., The negro
thus roecked the eradle of ecivilization.
With him was born the seience of commun-
ication by writing, and astronomy.

The pastor went on to say that the nine
million of colored people in this conntry
came vprincipally from 39,055 slaves, who
were imported, Being natives of the soil,
what minatice and absardity to talk of
deportation. We a 3 identified with the
American poople and are American citizens,
and we have interests iu the country too
vasat to leave. We have helped to make it,
felled 1ts forests, cleared 1ts Iands, helped
build its ratlroads. To the American peo-
ple, after two centaries of existence
an the continent, the Aflrican
says: *‘“I'ny peovle shall be our
prople, and thy God our God.”
We canpot leave the country in which we
have so muclh property and in which we

. have Leen so prosperons the past twenty

yvears. In the Sounth we have §3i5,000,000
worth of property—all that from less than
nothmg—surely “Ethiopin makes haste to
siretch out her hands unto God.,” Webave
2,000,000 children attending school: over
216,000,000 worth of clhurch vroperty; 150
newspapers. Heo next gave alist of colored
cople who nre worth from 200,000 to

500,000, In Baltimore nineteen colored
men are worth §£500,000, He proececeded
to note the prospenity and acenmuiations
of colored peoplse In the South—that 1n
Louisiana they pay taxes on £30,000,000 of
property. After noting the wealth and
proaperity of colored people in dillerent
parts of the conntry he concludes that the
race is making progress commensuratoe
with other races when conditions are con-
sidered,

He next noted the growth of the South
and said that it is based upon the labor of
the negro—that as the years pass and in-
duestries multiply the opportunities of the
colored race increase, and he is contribut-
ing his share and receiving his benefits
fromn the development of the Sonth.
